To Politics 

Pasadena Columnist Sees 
Big Public Work At Small 
Cost To Local Taxpayers 

Fred Runyon, Pasadena editor 
and columnist who is a frequent 
visitor to Sierra Madre, says op¬ 
position to the Centra: Avenue 
improvement here “is accounted 
for by {olitics” and predicts that 
after the improvement is made 
the city will wonder how it ever 
got along without it. In his “Com¬ 
ment and Discussion" column in 
the Pasadena Post of last Friday, 
Mr. Runyon, who attended the 
Councilmanic protest hearing a 
couple of nights before, wrote as 
follows: 

“For 22 years efforts have been 
made to extend Central avenue 
in Sierra Madre to connect with 
Pasadena. This necessitates the 
cutting of a road through the 
Hastings ranch. Not until recent¬ 
ly has it been possible to secure 
consent to do this. Now that this 
I consent has been obtained op- 
poition to the improvement has 
arisen in Sierra Madre. This op¬ 
position, however, is accounted for 
by politics. So we see that even 
in Sierra Madre, a city of not 
| more than 3500 persons, politics 
j can work injury. 

It took about this same length 
of time to widen West Colorado 
street. And it should have been 
done 20 years before when prop¬ 
erty values were low and before 
tall buildings had been erected. 
Now that the improvement is ac¬ 
complished we wonder how we 
got along without it all these 
years. Sierra Madre will have 
cause to reason in this same man¬ 
ner when this project is com¬ 
pleted as appears likely at this 
time. 

"For the improvement contem¬ 
plated Sierra Madre will pay $80,- 
000 and the county will pay the 
balance of approximately $300,- 
000. Some 500 unemployed men 
would be put to work this winter 
—coming at a time when the 
need is greatest. 

J .“Behind this determination of 
the people of Sierra Madre to put 
through this great road project 
is a story of years of earnest ef¬ 
fort on the part of civic minded 
persons, opposition from politi- 
! cal quarters, and heated elections

| main issue. In each instance pro- 
I gressive forces have won, but it 
has taken 22 years to reach the 
| point where the project appears

Engineers Prepare Report On 
Opposition To Big 
Improvement 

Whether or not a majority of 
the property of Sierra Madre is 
represented by signers on the pe¬ 
tition against the improvement of 
Central avenue will not be known 
in all probability, until the Cit> 
Council meets next Wednesday 
night. 

A i umber of signers have writ¬ 
ten letters withdrawing their 
names. Even though they had not 
done so it would be impossible 
to tell whether or not a majority 
interest had been signed up until 
a survey being conducted by a 
corps of engineers has been com¬ 
pleted. Engineer Henry Gierlich 
says this will not be possible for 
several days. 

But since the improvement pro¬ 
gram was inaugurated several 
years ago and has been carried 
through until this time under the 
ant of the Assembly that gives 
the City Council the right to ig¬ 
nore a majority petition there is 
no certainty that the project for 
which the city has fought for 23 
years, will be abandoned even 
though the petition presented 
should turn out to be a majority 
petition, as has been claimed for 
it. 

While the exact status of the 
improvement is in doubt, a poli¬ 
tical campaign is being carried of 
in Sierra Madre. 

The taxpayers, not interested in 
politics, but only in their property 
interests, are seeking information

Experts See Slump In Florida 
Shipments, With Prob¬ 
able Increase Here

The total United States citrus 
supply during the coming season 
of 1931-32 promises to be some¬ 
what lighter than that of the 
present season, if early estimates 
of California and Florida citrus 
production for the coming season 
prove correct, according to Paul 
S. Armstrong, general manager 
of the California Fruit Growers 
Exchange. 

Estimates received from Florida 
by the Exchange indicate that cit¬ 
rus shipments during 1931-32 will 
be aproximately five million boxes 
less than shipped during the past 
record season. “If this estimate 
is accurate,” stated Mr. Ander¬ 
son, "there will be approximately 
25 million boxes of oranges and 
grapefruit shipped from Florida 
during the ooming year.” Citrus 
experts agree, however, that it is 
too early for an accurate Florida 
estimate. 

Combined citrus shipments from 
both California and Florida dur¬ 
ing the 1930-31 season were the 
heaviest in the history of these 
two states. Florida officials esti¬ 
mate the past season’s shipments 
at approximately 30 million boxes, 
while California shipments of 
oranges, grapefruit and lemons 
will probably exceed 90,000 car¬ 
loads, or 40 million boxes, by the 
end of the present California 
citrus season in November. 

Preliminary estimates by the 
California Fruit Growers Ex¬ 
change of the California orange 
crop for 1931-32 indicate a larger 
state-wide production than might 
be anticipated following the pres¬ 
ent season's record crop and indi¬ 
cations are that sizes will be

sides of the can bent out so that 
the ball of earth in the can can 
be lifted out without disturbing 
the roots. 

Have the hole already dug so 
that the operation can be done 
quickly and water at once. Use 
plenty of water so that the dirt 
will settle into every crevice. 
Plants in pots are the most 
easily planted. Place one hand 
over the dirt in the pot and with 
the other hand turn the pot up¬ 
side down and knock the pot 
gently against a wooden block. 
The plant will drop out into the 
hand that has been placed there 
to catch it. 

The secret of transplanting any 
plant is not to disturb the roots. 
Even a crack in the dirt will let 
in air about the roots. Some 
fussy plants will resent this, al¬ 
though fortunately, most plants 
will stand some abuse. 

A little sympathy for plantlife 
helps for success in gardening. In 
common with people, a plant must 
breathe and drink. Food can be 
absorbed only in liquid form so 
the plant will grow only in pro¬ 
portion to the water it gets to. 
drink in which its food is 
disolved. 

Next week we will describe 
some trees and shrubs that are 
desirable for the landscape-garden 
and that can be planted now to 
best advantage. 


FALL PLANTING 
By Jessie Ward Russell 
Landscape Gardener 

Fall in California is much like 
the Eastern springtime. Planting 
here of shrubbery can be done 
now just about the same as in 
the Spring. This is especially true 
of plants that have been estab¬ 
lished in pots and other contain¬ 
ers and that are “balled” from 
the field. Plants put out now will 
form new roots before the cold 
weather and will get the full 
benefit of the fall and winter 
rains. 

In planting a "balled” plant, 
plant it just a3 it comes from the 
nursery, burlap and all. After the 
dirt has been mostly filled in 
about the ball, cut the top string 
that holds the burlap at the trunk 
of the plant so that it will not 
bind as the plant grows. 

Plants grown in cans should 
have the can cut in two places 
along the side of the can with tin- 
shears or can-opener and the

E ----.L.ANT BULBS of al- 

n most all kinds now. 
1 Bulbs that you al- 
, ready have growing 
flL in your garden need 
JBi] digging and dividing 
P] about every third 
year. 

Start carnation cuttings now. 
• Use tips about two to three inches 
long and cut leaves in half. Use 
sharp knife always in making 
cuttings. 

Chrysanthemums will need lots 
of care now if you want large 
blooms. Save the largest bud on 
each stem and snap off all other 
buds. Do not let the plants suf¬ 
fer for water. 

Wash off foliage of trees, 
shrubs, roses, etc. occasionally, 
with a strong force of water. It 
will do lots towards keeping in 
check garden pests. Meally-bugs 
and aphis can be knocked off 
their feet with a little water. 

Prepare beds now for the win¬ 
ter annuals such as calendulas, 
snapdragons, stocks, pansies and 
violas. Pick out a sunny situa¬ 
tion for these plants for they 
will need the heat of the sun to 
make them bloom during the cold 
weather. 

Plant violets now for winter 
bloom. These should be planted 
in a permanent bed and plenty 
of room between each plant so 
that they can run together. A 
partial shady spot will be al¬ 
right for violets.

A RESOLUTION OF THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
SIERRA MADRE DECLARING 
ITS INTENTION TO ORDER 
T H E IMPROVEMENT O F 
MONTECITO AVENUE, AND A 
PORTION OF LIMA STREET 
IN THE CITY OF SIERRA 
MADRE, AND DECLARING 
SAID WORK OR IMPROVE¬ 
MENT TO BE OF MORE 
THAN LOCAL OR ORDINARY 
PUBLIC BENEFIT, AND DE¬ 
SCRIBING THE DISTRICT 
TO BE BENEFITED BY SAID 
WORK O R IMPROVEMENT 
AND TO BE ASSESSED TO 
THE COSTS AND EXPENSES 
THEREOF; AND DETERMIN¬ 
ING THAT SERIAL BONDS 
SHALL BE ISSUED TO REP¬ 
RESENT SAID COSTS AND 
EXPENSES, AND FIXING A 
TIME AND PLACE FOR 
HEARING OBJECTIONS TO 
SAID WORK OR IMPROVE¬

tion and are hereby referred to 
for full and detailed description 
of said proposed work or im¬ 
provement and for the description 
of the grade to which the work 
is to be done and are hereby 
made a part hereof.

Arguments against the propo¬ 
sition stress the evils of giving 
such broad powers to an appoint¬ 
ed commission. The arguments 
further state that citizens will 
not know what the law is at any 
given time, as the commission 
may change it at will, while the 
legislature could only act every 
two years. 

An attempt to amend the usury 
law of California through an ini¬ 
tiative will appear as number 10 
on the ballot. Although the ini¬ 
tiative leaves unchanged the rate 
of interest and penalties of the 
present law, its sponsors an¬ 
nounce it will encourage construc¬ 
tion loans for builders; prevent 
corporations from exercising the 
right to assert usury; enable the 
legislature to regulate Interest 
rates of loan companies and pawn¬ 
brokers and clarify the present 
law. 

Opponents of the usury iniative 
insist it is a law framed for the 
money lenders and "there is not 
a single provision in - this pro¬ 
posed measure for the benefit of 
the borrower.” 

Proposition number 15 on the 
ballot will ask the people to ap¬ 
prove a constitutional amendment, 
exempting th# Huntington Library 
and Art Gallery at San Marino 
from taxation.
